TOBACCO FACTORY FURNISHES 
EMPLOYMENT FOR LARGE NUMBER 
OF COLORED WOMEN OF XENIA 


From the land of the tropical sun­ 
shine in Cuba and the Porta Ricas. 
from fields cooled by ocean breezes 
in Connecticut, from the rolling farm 
lands of Wisconsin and from the rich 
agricultural sections of Pennsylva­ 
nia and Ohio, to the home humidor, 
the club room, the social gathering, 
the business man's office and to the 
pocket of the smiling drummer, is 
the trail 
of the 
tobacco-soothing 
weed. 
For the vast amount of this pro­ 
duct from 
these 
afar 
off 
tobacco 
fields, the Xenia Stemmery. branch 
of the American Cigar Company, of 
New York, is the funnel through 
which it passes before It reaches the 
consumer in 
its 
completed form. 
Nurtured 
by 
warm 
sunshine 
and 
strengthened by gentle breezes in the 
summer tobacco fields the product 
finds an ultimate end in providing 
employment for 250 colored women 
in the local factory where it is torn, 
leaf from stem and prepared for its 
final stage in the cigar. 
Coming here as a branch stem- 
merv of the American Cigar Com­ 
pany ten years ago, the local factory 
is finding difficulty at present in se­ 
curing 
sufficient 
help 
to 
hand!* 
the large amount of tobacco which 
must be prepared here. 
And this, 
despite the 
fact 
that 
stemmers, 
working at piece wgrk. can earn as 
high as $25 a week, according lo E. 
E. Boxwell, stemmery manager. 
Although the local stemmery oc­ 


cupies hundred* of feet 
of 
floor 
space, there is no machinery used in 
connection with the wark. 
When the tobacco is received at 
the local plan* it ie put in a casing 
solution and then is ready to gweat. 
The sweating process is done in large 
bulk 10,000 and 15,000 
pounds 
of 
the tobacco being placed in the sweat 
at a time, according to the kind of 
tobacco. 
Some of it is giyen this 
treatment for a month at a time, the 
sweating room being kept at a tem­ 
perature of HO degrees, day an€ 
night. 
After the sweating process the to­ 
bacco is turned over to the colored 
women employes for stemming, the 
piece work being done by the pound. 
Th*- women separate the stem, which 
is of no use, from the leaf proper, 
and the latter is packed and shipped 
to the cigar iactories of the company 
where it is rolled into cigars. 
Tt is the Stemmery that is furnish­ 
ing part of the very life of Xenia’s 
East End. 
More colored women can 
find easy work at excellent pay and 
they have prospered since the start­ 
ing of the branch here. 
At one time 
the bonus system was in effect here, 
but was 
later 
changed 
back 
to 
straight time. 
The company maintains a lunch 
room in connection with the stem­ 
mery where the employes can secure 
their ooon-day meal at cost.

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JOHN BROWN’S GRAVE. 


Included in ihe sale of a 1.200-acre plot of timber land in the 
Adircndacks is the grave of John Brown, one of America’s few 
martyrs. 
Lumbering operations will be carried on, says the pur- ■ 
chaser, who proposes to make a fortune out of the timber in the 
tract. 
Well, the rasp of the saw won’t bother John Brown, neither 
will his sleep be troubled by the. blows 
of the lumberjack’s ax. 
The placid woods that have so long bowered his last bed may be 
denuded, but that will only bare to new’ eyes the modest little 
monument which marks the grave and recounts the deed of John 
Brown at H arper’s Ferry. Perhaps even a greater monument may 
result from this apparent sacrilege. 
A banker has bought John Brown’s grave, and he may exploitk 
it. but it goes without saying that no banker would ever have un­ 
derwritten the idealistic exploit that brought John Brown to the 
gallows— and undying fame. 
Advancing commercialism holds no 
terrors for the dead hero, nor does his grave demand a mote pre­ 
tentious stone to mark it. 
For, though they build him a mausol­
